Omaha, Neb., January 2.—Another let- 
ter, printed with a lead pencil, was re- 
ceived by E. A. Cudahy this afternoon 
demanding the withdrawal of the reward 
for the kidnapers. The fact that the ad- 
dress was printed in similar style to the 
former ones, gave rise to the «suspicion 
before it was opened that it was from 
the same source, but Mr. Cudahy stated 
tonight that it was a rank imitation, and 
said he did not attach the slightest sig- 
nificance to it. It was mailed in the 
postoffice about 3:30 p. m. 

Mr. Cudahy said the letter was of 
the same class as several others that had 
been received for the various points, ex- 
cept that it had been printed. He point- 
ed out that there was a marked dissimi- 
larity -between it and the one received 
from the kidnapers, both in the shape 
of the letters and the, general wording of 
it, as well as in the spelling. Apparently, 
every word that was possible of misspell- 
ing was misspelled.

TO PUT KIDNAPERS TO LEATH. 


Bill Making the Crime Capital Introe 
duced in Nebraska Legislature. 
Lincoln, Neb., January 2.—Senator Ran- 
,som, of Omaha, introduced in the state 
‘senate today a bill to make kidnaping 
under certain conditions punishable -by 
death. It provides for three grades of 
punishment. For simple kidnaping, three 
to five years in the penitentiarv: for kid- 
naping and extorting money, a iife term 
in prison, and for kidnajing and threat- 
ening injury to the victim, hanging. Three 
cther bills bearing on kidnaping end not 
greatly different in phraseology were in- 

trceduced. 

The present Nebraska statute on this 
crime is regarded as very lame, and good 
authorities question whether, “or the act 
of abduction alone, a conviction would 
be possible. With members of the legis- 
lature in their present temper one of the 
bi.ls is pretty sure to be given right of 
way.

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THE RIVER AND HARBOR BILL. 


Final Draft of Measure Completed 
by the Committee. 
Washington, January 2.—The river ana 
harbor committee of the house today 
completed the final draft of the river ana 
harbor bill. The appropriations and con- 
tracts provided for in the measure were 
given out just before the holiday recess, 
but the preliminary surveys provided 
were not completed until today. They 
include the following: 
Florida—Key.West harbor with a view 
to determining the most practicable chan- 
nel through the northwest entrance; Char- 
lotte harbor, with a view to extending 
twelve-foot channel to railroad wharf at 
Punta Gorda; Hillsboro bay. upper Chip- 
Ola river, Blackwater upper east bays, 
with view to uniform channel depth from 


Milton to gulf; New river and Apalachi- | 


cola river, with view to constructing chan- 
nel to connect the same. 

Georgia—Skiddaway barrows, Chatham 
county, for channel connecting Isle ot 
Hope with Burnside river; Chubbs creek 
and Plantation creek, with view to pro- 
viding channel seventy-five feet wide. 

North Carolina—Hoods creek, Shelter 
river, Lockwoods Folly river, Livingston 
creek, Indian Island slough from Pamb- 
lies ‘to South river, with view to obtain- 
ing seven, eight or nine feet depth, 100 
feet wide, Big Swift creek between New- 
bern and Vanceboro, 

Virginia—Alexandria harbor, with view 
to improving channel in Hunting creek 
and across flats; Coon creek. 

South Carolina—Black river, to secure 
three feet in upper and twenty feet in 
lower river; inner Winyan bay, to secure 
twenty feet from Georgetown to shore 
line of Black and Waccamaw rivers. 

The secretary of war is authorized to 
make survey for ship channel from Sa- 
bine and Nueces rivers to Sabine Pass, 
with estimate of cost for nine, twelve, 
eigfiteen and twenty-five’ foot depth, ana 
also feasibility of connecting proposed 
channel with Port Arthur canal.

The cession made by Spain in 
the treaty of Paris produced an absolute‘ 
change of title and sovereignty in Porto 
tico. 

“TRe president of the United States is 
an executive officer only. He has no right 
to exercise legislative functions. The im- 
position, by executive orders, ef customs 
duties On commerce between the island 
of Porto Rico and otler parts of the 
United States after the treaty of peace 
and the exchange of ratiftications is un- 
authorized and void and the eolleetion 
of such duties is without warrant of law. 

“A government without limitations was 
never intended by the founders of the na- 
tion. They sought to establish, and did 
establish, a constitutional republic whieh 
furnishes a written guarantee of protec- 
tion to all of its inhabitants. The idea 
that, in one portion of the country, the 
executive and legislative authority is sub- 
ject to restrictions and limitations and 
other portions it is without any 
restriction or limitation—that in one part 
a republican government exists an in 
another part an unlimited despotism, is 
repugnant to the theory upon which the 
government wus founded. Every jinhabi- 
tant is entitled to the protection afforded 
by the bill of rights.” 

A large portion of the brief is devoted 
to the refutation of the doctrine laid down 
by the attorney general in the Gootz case, 
argued by him in the supreme 
court the effect that the government 
the United States has an unlimited 
hand in the control of territory outside 
of the states. 

Replying to this declaration, Mr. Cha- 
ney Says: 

“Mr. McKinley ts the president ef the 
United States, ‘the president of its terri- 
tories and of its people. He is not the 
president of any other territory or people 
and he is the despot of no people and no 
territory. He was never elected or com- 
missioned the despot of anybody or any- 


thing. 

“Tne congress is the congress of the 
United States—the congress of the terri- 
tory and the people of the United States. 
It is not the congress of any other terri- 
tory or people. It is omnipotent nowhere 
on the tace of the earth. It is created 
by the people of the United States under 
a constitution specifically pointing out its 
power and duties. It exists by virtue of 
that constitution and also the presidential 
office. It is omnipotent nowhere. . 

“The only omnipotent thing this side of 
heaven is the constitution formulated by 
the fathers out of times which proved 
the necessity of providing against despot- 
ism in the presisential office. One would 
hear the arguments advanced

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BOERS ADVANCING IN TRIUMPH — 


DESPITE ENGLAND’S HUGE ARMY 
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EX-PRESIDENT STEYN. 
GENERAL KITCHENER. 
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Cape Town, January 2—The British bat- 
tleship Monarch will land guns tomorrow 
as 2 precautionary measure. The situa- 
tion ‘s undoubtedly serious. 

It is true that the Dutch have not join- 
ed the invaders in any considerable num- 
bers, but a lack of arms is believed to be 
the true reason for abstention. In many 
places horses are freely offered and in- 
formation readily supplied to the Boers. 

The early pvroclamation of martial law 
in the Cape Town division is expected. 
This division does not include Cape Town 
itself. 

The latest .reports show the situation to 
be generally as follows: 

Kuruman, if still uninvested, yrobably 
soon will be. 

Griqualand West is filled with small 
parties of Boers, who are working south 
toward Prieska, for the purpose of co- 
operating with or supporting Comman- 
dant Hertzog, whose advance parties are 
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‘n the neighborhood of Fraserbure. 

The Boers are close to Graaf Reinet, 
where of late the Dutch have given many 
demonstrations of extreme sympathy, 

'n the eastern part of the colony the 
advance guard of the Boers is close to 
Maraisburge, about twenty-five miles 
northeast of Cradock. ) 

The general.opinion here is that the po- 
sition is not properly appreciated in Eng- 
land. The Worcester conference excited 
the Dutch throwrshout the colony. Many 
o'd residénts, who are by no means 
alarmists, regard a general uprising of 
the Dutch as qulte likely. 

The Boers commanded by Hertzog, 
Wessels, Pretorius and Nisuwenhaul are 
continuing.their march on Frraserburg. It 
is reported that they have arrtved at 
Sponburg. 

Looting continues. The Boer horses are 
foot sore and there is great want of fod- 
der, as the country is barren. 


| Communication with Fraserburg is

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suspended, and it its doubtful when this 
will be restored, inasmuch as the Boers 
are traveling along the line. Colonel 
Thorneycroft and Colonel De Lisle are 
continuing the chase, but their horses 
and mules are very tired.

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RAILWAY BUILDING ACCOMPLISHED IN. 1900 


Compilation Based Upon Figures Reliably Obtained Show the 
Work Ending with the Close of Present Year. 


(Advance Proof from The Railway Age, 
Chicago, December 28, 1900. 
Although railway construction has been 
carried on with energy in almost every 
portion of the country during the year 
just closing, the returns thus far gath- 
ered indicate that fewer miles of new road 
have been completed in the United States 
in 1900 than were built during 1899. The 
difference is not great, and as track laying 
is being rushed on a number of lines dur- 
ing the closing days of the year, it may be 
that revised and belated returns will add 
enough mileage to bring the figures up to 
last, year’s total, when 4,588 miles of new 
road were built. At the beginning of the 
present year there was apparently suffi- 
cient evidence to warrant the assumption 
that the new mileage of 1900 would be 


greater than that of last year, and in| 


seeking a cause for the smaller mileage 
now reported, several things must be con- 
sidered, First, the work of reducing 
grades, eliminating curves erecting new 
structures, relaying rails and building 
double track has been carried on to such 
an extent by many of the large systems 
that much new construction previgusly 
planned had to be postponed. Improve- 
ments of this nature have been more ex- 
tensive during the past two years than 
in any previous like period in the history 
of the countr’ and the work has been of 
such n.rgnitude as to require almost the 
full attention of the engineering and con- 
struction forces, as well as the available 
capital. Then, undoubtedly, many pro- 
jects were held in check until the national 
election was over and it fs not improba- 
ble that the high prices of steel rails and 
track material had a deterrent effect on 
man* rronosed lines which would have 
been completed ere this had prices been 
lower. The returns thus far received— 
necessarily incomonlete before the year has 
actually closed—show that not less than 
4,322 miles of track have been laid in the 
United States during the vear 1900 on 33 
lines in forty-four states and territories, 


as indicated in the following table:

In addition to the mileage summarized 
in the above table, there have been built 
a good many logging and private roads, 
which are of a temporary nature, and 
which should not be counted as additions 
to the regular railway mileage of the 
country. Where we have evidence that 
such roads, although built for logging 
purposes, are of a permanent character 
and are intended for regular traffic event- 
ually although doing only a loreing bus- 
iness at present, they have been included, 
but care has been taken to exclude every- 
thing of a doubtful nature. There also 
have been completed several. nundred 
miles of grade on which track will not be 
laid until spring. 

The table indicates that the south and 
southwest continue to be the scenes of 
greatest activity. although there have 
been many important lines built in the 
west and northwest. Twenty-one states 


west of the Mississippi river have built 
2,412 miles of new iitne or more than one- 
| half of the total for the entire United 
| States, while the states east of the .uwissis- 
sipvi and south of the Ohio have added 
1,126’ miles. 
If we groun the entire fifteen southern 
States tovether it will be seen that they 
show an added/new mitleage of 1,716 miles. 
|The New Engjand states, with Pennsyl- 
| vania, wwew YOrk and New Jersev added, 
| Show an increase of 368 miles, while the 
central northern states of Wisconsin, 
| Michigan, Illinois, Indiana and Ohio have 
addci 411 miles. The states in which no 
new road is reported are Massachusetts, 
Connecticut. Rhode Island, Delaware, 
Kansas and Nevada. 

Texas leads all other states in the union 
wit.. a total of 318 miles. Pennsylvania 


comes second with 277 miles, Iowa third 
with 267 miles, Minnesota fourth with 
251 miles and West Virginia fifth with 225 
miles. These are the only States show- 
ing an excess of $0 miles. In Texas im- 
portant extensions have been built by the 
Southérn .acific, International and Great 
Northern and Missouri, Kansas and Tex- 
as, and there have been many short lines 
constructed. The terrible sterm which 
swept over Texas some months ago, caus- 
ine reat damage to railway property, 
seriously retarded railway construction in 
the state.and prevented the completion of 
a considerable mileage which it was ex- 
pected to have ready for operation by 
January 1, 1901. 

A large proportion of the new mileage 
of the vear has been buelflt by the great 
systems of the west and south as follows: 
Chicago and Northwestern, 240 miles; 
Burlington svstem, 188 miles; Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul, 178 miles: 
Southern Pacific, 170 miles: St. Louis and 
San Francisco, 170 miles; Chicago, Rock 
Island and Pacific, 168 miles; Northern 
Pacific. 151 miles (not including two short 
extensions in Manitoba); Chesapeake and 
Ohio, 108 miles; Seaboard Air Line, 104 
miles; Burlington, Cedar Kapids and 
Northern, 100 miles; Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe system, 91 miles; Louisville and 
Nashville, 90 miles; Gui. and Ship _ Is- 
land, 69 miles; Central of Georgia, 68 
miles; Southern railway, 65 miles; Inter- 
national and Great Northern, 52 miles; 
Baltimore and Ohio, 38 miles. This makes 
a total of 2,050 miles of new line built in 
the interest of the seventeen companies 
named. 

Railway building in the United States 
reached its maximum in_ 1887, when al- 
most 13,000 miles of new lines were added. 
The rapid falling off in the succeeding 
ten vears and the encouraging recovery in 
the next three years are shown in the 
following table of track laid in the last 
fourteen years of the century:

brings the railway mileage of the United 
States at the opening of the twentieth 
century up to the grand total of 195,155 
miles, subject to possible increase by 
later returns.

Hutchinson {fs a dashing young actor in 
George Clark's ‘‘When We Were Twenty- 
One" company. .He reached Brunswick 
this morning and shortly after the morn- 
ing toilet had been made legal papers, as 
aforesaid, were served on him. The mat- 
ter was kept quiet until tonight, when 


and sought Hutchinson out. He was on 
the stage at the time, the center of all 
eyes, and especially admired by many 
who liked his young and well groomed 
person. He said: 

“Yes, legal papers were served on me 
today. They were served at the instance 
of my wife. She is on the shady side of 
seventy.

AN ALLIANCE. 1S PROPOSED 


_One Party in the Convention Wants 
To Tie Island Hard and Fast 
to This Country — The 
Proposition Likely Té 
Carry. 


Havana, January 2.—The Cuban const!- 
tutional convention is considering two 
promulgations of the future relations. be- 
tween Cuba and the United States. ° 

One of these affirms, jn the first place, 
, an acceptance of the Monroe doctrine’and 
the establishment of friendly relations 
with all nations. ’together with a res«bi- 
tion to proceed in all cases in complete 
acccrd with the United. States. In the 
second place it proposes to put at the 
disposal of the United States a portion of 
the shore of any bay on ‘the north coast 
and of two bays on the south coast for 
naval stations, together with concessions 
sufficient in extent for the purpose ‘o? 
defense and _ sanitation. In the third 
place, it declares that Cuba will place 
herself on a war footing to. heln the 
United States in case such assistance 
should be needed: while a fourth pro- 
Vision is an amplification of the first. 
second and third. 

The other promulgation contemplates: 

1. That the convention is vested with 
authority only to convene : 

2. Not having been granted legislative 
functions, the convention cannot arrang@ 
the besis of future relations. 

3. Nevertheless, should Washington de- 
fer such a discussion. the convention is 
willing to discuss and agree upon an ar- 
rangement of mutual relations. 

4. The aspirations of the convention 
merely to consolidate the country for re- 
ecrstruction. [ts energies are directed 
toward supporting the avowed policy of 
the United States, te which Cuba is bound 
by indestructible ties of gratitude, said 
policy being based upon the unequivocal 
preservation of libertv and independence 
thrcughout the American continent.

that the Russian ship 
Yakaland, bound for Mobile, is ashore 
thirty miles west of Pensacola bar. A 
tug went to her and reported she is in 
abcut five feet of water, and will be a 
toial wreck. ‘The Russian bark Loch®*e, 
Captain Sjoroos, is reported on shore 
eighteen miles east of Mobile bar, and 
full of water. She may have to be aban- 
donned. The Lochee was bound for Pensa- 
cola. Tugs are trying to get her off. 
Both vessels went ashore in the fog. 

Astoria, Ore., January 2.—Twenty-two 
days ago the fine British ship Andrada, 
of 2,3 tons, appeared off the Columbia 
and a pilot was taken aboard, A great 
storm erose and the Andrada was driven 
to the north, and she has never been seen 
since. 

The British vessel Rathdown, now nine- 
ty-cne days out from Yokohama for this 
pert, is long overdue, and it is feared 
that she has been sunk by a typhoon off 
the Japanese coast. 

London, Janvary 2.—It has been ascer- 
tained that one of the three vessels re- 
ported at Cardiff by the captain of the 
Norwegian bark Idun, as having founder- 
ed during the eale of Friday in the Bris- 
tol channel, was the Norwegian bark 
Hovding, from Newport, November 28th, 
for Maceio.

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NEW CITY C)UNCIL OF ATHENS 


Took Charge of Affairs at Meeting 
Last Night. 
Athens, Ga., January 2.—(Special.j— 
The city council for .1900 ‘held its last 
meeting today and at its adjournment 
the new council for 191 took charge. 
Several matters of routine work were 
passed upon, the new city code, compiled 
by City Attorney F. C. Shackelford and 
Mr. T. W. Reed, adopted and the reports 
of officers of the different departments 
for the year read. 
Among the interesting items in the 
easurer’s report were the following: 
The sales at the dispensary for the 
‘ year 1900 amounted to $75,873.12, the dis- 
bursements to $58,979.32. The city’s water 
supply cost $13.211.% and water rent 
yielded $8,536.22, thus giving the city her 
magnificent water supply service for less 
than $5,000. The city’s lirhts cost. only 
$5,842.40, for that sum 115 are lights being 
furnished. The police department cost 
$10,839.80, the streets cost $9,42Ag8, the fire 
department $9,287.43, the city schools $12,- 
590.93 

The total assets of the city amount to 
-$320,094.55 and -her liabilities to $308,105.53, 
showing an excess of assets over ligPili- 
ties of $12.889.02. _During the year $4.00 of 
the public debt has been naid. 

The total tax returns show values to 
the .amount of $5,368,561, the tax rate be- 
ing 1 per cent. 

The report of City Marshal A. E. Ar- 
nold showed up well. During the year 
he collected $22,559.24 for taxes, sewer ex- 
ecutions, etc., and by his efforts the per- 
sonal tax returns were increased $99,609. 
He put on the tax digest 287 names of 
men who had not returned their street 
tax. He was Bighly complimented by 
council for his work. 

The report of Chief 
Culp showed that 843 cases‘ had been 
docketed during the year and that 
$3,984.42 had been collected in cash and 
work on the streets. 

City Engineer Barnettanade a thorough 
and elaborate work, especially on streets 
and sewers. Last vear $55,005.89 was ex- 
pended on street improvement and there 
remains in this fund $50,102.37. The report 
shows that Athans has 7.26 miles of sew- 
ers, laid at a cost of $36,581. 

 $Superintendent W. L. Wood, of the 
cliy- waterworks, presented one of the 
most thorough and beautifully arranged 
reports, giving the history of the water- 
works department ‘since its establish- 
ment in 1893, its income, its expenditures, 
etc. Athens now has eighteen miles of 
water mains, 140 fire plugs, 730 con- 
sumers, 192 meters and an average fire 
pressure of eighty pounds. By adopting 
ae meter system the waterworks ex- 
penses were reduced nearly $1,500 during 
the year. 

Chief G. W. McDorman. of the Athens 
fire department, sent in the best report 
in the history of the department, show- 
ing a total fire loss of less than $3,300, 
only 2 per cent of the insurance risks on 
propert@ endangered. This report was 
received with great pleasure by the coun- 
cil and showed work of which any fire de- 
partment might well be proud. 

At 12 o'clock the new council was sworn 
in. The new aldermen, Messrs. W. 
O’Farrell and A. H. Hodgson, taking 
their seats. ' 

The salaries of different officers were 
fixed .at the same figures as last year 
except an increase of $10 in the salary of 
the clerk, $300 in salary of marsha] and 
$200 in salary of superintendent of water- 
works.

WORK ON LEVEES IS SHOWN. 


Mississippi Commissioners Make a 
Report to Governor. 

Jackso~ Miss., January 2.—(Special.)— 
The annual report of the board of levee 
commissioners for the Yazoo, Miss., delta 
was submitted to the governor today by 
President Cutrer. 

It states that thea twenty-two miles of 
levees in the district have been raised 
two feet above the level of the flood of 
1897 and on top of this has been placed a 
topping of two feet as an extra prcecau- 
tion. Excellent progress was made with 
the work during the year and its scope 
and extent has been very comprehensive. 
The beard expended over $92,000 for con- 
tracts made during the year 1899 and 
contracts aggregating $301,000 were en- 
tered into durirg the year. In addition 
to this the government spent $950,000 in 
the district. 

The total disbursements for all purposes 
were $601,000. Thea board was created in 
1884, and since that time has issued $1,- 
850,000 in bonds, of which $773,000 have 
been retired. And the finances are in ex- 
cellent shape for the work of next year. 


VALUATION FINALLY FIXED. 


Atlantic and Danville Property is at 
Last Assessed. 

Norfolk, Va., January 2.—(Special.)— 
The accuracy of the state’s board of 
public works valuation of the property of 
the Atlantic and Danville Company has 
been established by Judge Prantis in his 
decision in a local case, brought by the 
city of Portsmouth to recover some $10,- 
000 back taxes. The English capitalists 
owning the road fought hard against the 
taxes imposed, and succeeded in re-, 
straining the state officials from collecting 
them for six years.- The decision is far- 
reaching, and affects many thousand in 
taxes withheld by the Seaboard Air-Line.

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Governor Odell Urges Tax on| 
Earnings of Corporations, 


CREATURES OF THE STATE 


And Should Pay Tribute to the Cre- 
ating Power—Alleges That Too 
Many Burdens Are Placed

Albany. N. Y., January 2—Both branches 
of the state legislature convened at ll 
o'clock today. The feature in each branch 
Was the reading of Governor Odell’s mes- 
sage. Senator Timothy E. Ellsworth, re- 
publican, of Niagara county, was elect- 
ed president pro tem, of the senate, and 
3. Fred Nixon, republican, speaker of the 
assembly. 

The governor’s message is a general 
recommendation for the reduction of the 
expenses of the state and a plea for a 
more tigid economy in the different de- 
partments and commissions. 

The governor says the burden placed 
upon domestic corporations is forcing cap- 
ital to go to other states where more fa- 
vorable laws exist, and as a consequence 
New York is losing revenues which other 
states are enjoying at its expense. The 
‘egislature is asked to enact amendments 
which will liberalize and make more pop- 
ular the state’s corporation laws. 

“We the same supervi- 
sion over foreign corporations who 
to do business within our state,”’ says 
Mr. Odell. “as over our own, and they 
should be subject to the same limita- 
tions. Many complaints now made against 
large combinations of capital are just, 
but owing to our lack of jurisdiction we 
unable to control, and therefore no 
law can be framed which will reach for- 
eign corporations effectively.” 

The gorernor that he looks for- 
ward to the day when the state of New 
York would no longer find it netessary 
to levy a direct tax for state purposes, 

Mr. Odell says: 

‘All corporations receive from the state 
certain rights and .this ‘class of capital 
should pay a tribute to the creating power 
for that which they have received. This 
justifies the present laws taxing corpora- 
tions for state purposes, and all future 
corporation tax laws should be based 
upon this principle. A fair and equitable 
recompense from all corporations enjoy- 
ing state protection and favors should 
be exacted. All corporations should pay 
a tax bared upon their earning- power.

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FATE OF CAPT. ALDRED 
RESTS WITH THE COURT 
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HE military fate of Captain E. E. 

Aldred now rests with the five offi- 

cers who were sworn to try him on 
charges of violation of three.articles of 
war. The courtmartial concluded its 
open sessions in his case shortly after 1l 
o’clock last night, and it now remains 
only to go .over the evidence and make 
up the findings’ to be submitted to the 
governor. 

Some new evidence, and much that was 
cumulative, was t@ought out at 
day’s sessions, the first being held in the 
afternoon in the senate chamber, and 
the second last night in rooms 31 and 33 
in the capitol. 

The evidence showed that changes were 
made in company reports to establish a 
record of 50 per cent of the men present 
on May 22d so as to secure armory rent 
from the state. Whether those changes 
were properly made is a question for the 
court to decide. It was shown that Cap- 
tain Aldred had received $40 paid for jury 
exemptions, not accounted for in 


yester- 


company cash book. Captain Aldred as- | 


serted the money was spent for the bene- 
fit of the company. It was shown there 
had been gambling tn the armory, but 
that Captain Aldred had made several 
efforts to put a step to it. It was shown 
that there was an unpaid beer bill;

It was evident from the proceedings 
that many of the men of the Atlanta 
Zouaves stand with their captain in his 
trouble; it was also evident that the offi- 
cers engaged in the prosecution made 
strenuous efforts to secure convi¢tiAn.

The Success of Cotton Spinning. 

One of the best signs of the times for 
those engaged in -the great southern 
product is the success of the cotton 
spinners of New England. 

While calculations in favor of maau- 
facturing cotton in the field always in- 
cluded the wiping out of the freight 
rate, it is gratifying to find that even 
with this to pay the New England milis 
have been phenomenally successful. 
This, too, on a stock of raw material 
costing them at least 8 cents per potind 
in the field. With such possibilities 
in New England, all that has been 
claimed for the south still holds good. 

In the regular annual statement of 
G. M. Haffards & Co., showing the div- 
idends paid by the Fail River mills, 
there is shown a total payment of $1,- 
551.040 on a capital of $21,241,000, or 
an average of 7 1-4 per cent. This is 
exclusive of cash dividends of 50 per 
cent declared by the Border City and 
King Philip mills, with a capital of 
$1,000,000 each, one of 25 per cent by 
the Shove mills on a dividend of $550,- 
000, one of 75 per cent by the Union 
on a capital of $750,000, and one of 25 
per cent by the Osborn on a capital of 
$600,000. If these were included the 
payments would be the largest made 
in the history of local manufacturing 
in any one year. The Slade and Fall 
River manufactory alone passed divi- 
dends. The former has not paid since 
its reorganization; two years ago, and 
the latter is applying good earnings 
toward the extinguishment of a debt 
contracted by modernizing the plant. 
There has been a steady advance of 
mill stocks during the year, although 
the figures are not yet up to those bid 
last year by the syndicate that sought 
to control the properties. 

There have been other evidences of 
increase, such as en addition to the 
spindleage, 25 follows: Bourne mills, 
40,000; Stafford, 20,009; Arkwright, 
8.000: Chace, 5,000; Osborn, 2,500, and 
Stevens (quilt), 5,000. an equivaient of 
20,000 print cloth spindles. About 3,500 
looms were added. One of the most 
notable and suggestive features is the 
new textile school to cost $100,000, on 
which work is progressing, to be paid 
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for jointly by the state and city. In the

I 
can stay here and be quarantined from 
seeing any friend... I can sleep on a bed 
without a pillow and take the fare of 
the pov: criminals and feel this a small 
sacrifice. Can you not do something? 
Take your consecrated rocks, hatchets, 
brickbats and anything that comes handy 
and you can clean this curse out. Don't 
wait for the ballot. I have exhausted 
every ordinary means and looked into the 
faces of mothers, wives and daughters 
who were broken-hearted till I have be- 
come almost desperate, and I am doing 
tue best I can, the worst I can and all I 
can, and expect to continue if it ends at 
the stake, I expect to lay my ashes here 
even if my body shall be cremated by the 
whisky element. 

Such talk as this {s wild and unrea- 
sonable and should not for one instant 
be indorsed by people who have a 
cause which can be promoted by sane 
methods. There is nothing to be gain- 
ed by substituting lawlessness for or- 
derly procedure. It is highly proba: 
ble, if the fact could be investigated, 
that in her fanaticism Mrs. Nation has 
left undone many pressing duties at 
home, the doing of which would have 
been much more to her credit.

women write for magazines and have 
become well known as authoresses, They 


are being educated now in European fash- | 


ions, but have not yet arrived at the 
stage where they appear as women law- 
yers. Though our religion, which is that 
of Mahomet, allows each man several 
wives, one wife is the general rule. The 
shah is an exception, however, as he has 
three, in order to be sure of securing an 
heir for succession to the throne. 

The spring bonnet has doubtless had 
a depressing effect upon the polyga- 
mously inclined Persian, so that his 
domestic ventures are held down to 
the Christian standard. As to the re- 
ligions of his country, General Isaac 
said that “the fire worshipers, which 
are one of the most ancient sects and 
followers of Zoroaster, still exist as a 
small band and continue thefr remark- 
able manner of burial of the dead. This 
consists of placing the corpse on top 
of a tall tower and leaving it to be 
picked to the bones by vultures. With 
the Mahometans interment is made as 
with you in Christian lands.’”’ On many 
other topics the eminent Persian was 
so entertaining as to create the suspi- 
cioh that the people of his country are 
not wholly behind the age.

FEW NEWS KINKS SHOWN BY HARMSWORTH. ~ 


IN TWENTIETH CENTURY. ISSUE OF WORLD 


Alfred Harmsworth’s model of the 
twentieth century newspaper is like the 
English sense of humor. -The_ quick- 
witted American will have forgotten the 
joke by the time the Englishman, vague- 
ly “seeing the point,”.emits a self-con- 
gratulatory chuckle and exclaims with 
sudden inspiration, ‘“‘Clevah, by Jove!” 

The American’ newspaper man has for- 
gotten the journalistic methods that Mr. 


| Harmsworth is complacently demonstrat- 
|'ing today as an origina] revelation. 


Mr. 
Harmsworth, being an Englishman, de- 
serves full credit for having ‘‘seen the 
poiut’ after it has been Jabbed clean 
through him, but he is not the Christo- 
pher Columbus of the twentieth century 
world of journalism. 

Mr, Harmsworth is all right as a tree- 
blazer in the wilderness of British gews- 
paperdom, but when he walks with his ax 
up Park Row he is in danger of falling 
in with some smooth gentry of the fourth 
estate who will sell him a gold brick 
worth its troy weight in hard American 
experience. 

Mr. Harmsworth’s idea of ‘“‘tabloid jour- 
nalism,”’ as demonstrated to an expectant 
reading constituency through Tuesday’s 
issue of The New York World, was a 
more signal failure than the attempt of 
Rev. Charles Sheldon to conduct The To- 
peKa Capitol for a week as a “Christian 
daily.’’ Rev. Sheldon did take some pig- 
eontoed steps toward his ideal. Editor 
Harmsworth, strangely enough, backed 
away from his. 

To begin with, the most revolutionary 
feature of the Harmsworth plan—a small 
page and more pages—was the chief er- 
ror in this comedy of errors. It defeated 
the end sought to be attained in time- 
saving and convenience, and from the 
standpoint of attractive effect and typog- 
raphy it lowered the physical individual- 
ity of The New York World in a greater 
proportion than it diminished the size of 
its pages. To the newspaper man who 
has an artistic pride in his paper's 
“dress” and make-up, and who believes in 
the potency of appearance, the ‘first page 
of The world on New Year’s Day was an 
eyesore. It looked like a cross between a 
Cape Nome daily and a religious weekly. 

The pages of Harmsworth’'s ‘model’ 
World were just one-half their usual size, 
or four columns instead of eight, and 
there were thirty-two of them. The 
World of Monday, in its regular form, 
contained twelve pages. The Harms- 
worth edition, therefore, was equivalent 
in bulk to a sixteen-page World, or one- 
fourth bulkier than the ordinary week- 
day issue. So much for this very material 
feature of “drastically condensed journal- 
ism.’”’ 

It is safe to venture that the busy New 
Yorker who read the two copies of The 
World under comparison was able to ab- 
sorb what he ordinarily cared to absorb of 
the contents almost twice as quickly 
Monday as Tuesday. Had the size of 
Tuesday’s World been the same as that 
Of Monday, but in the twenty-four-page 
instead of the twelve-page form, the av- 
erage reader would probably have taken 
about one-fourth longer to read it than 
Monday’s World, without the element of 
added interest in Mr. Harmsworth’s ex-

The records .of the past twenty-two 
vears for January show that {ts mean 
temperature is but 3 degrees under that 
of December, being 42.6. January is rare- 
ly a severe month in Atlanta. The ther- 
mometer has dropped below zero but 
twice—2 degrees on the llth of 1886, and 1 
degree on the 6th of 18%. The coldest 
days of last January were the 2d, with 
11 above, and the 28th, with 14 above. 
T'he mean temperature of that month was 
43 degrees, and a maximum of 66 degrees 
was registered on the 11th. 

The coldest weather has been experi- 
enced in February. The low record is 
held by the 13th of 1899. with & below, and 
the 8th of 1895, with zero. The coldest 
days of last February were the 17th and 
18th, with 8 above. 

The warmest January on record was in 
188). with a mean temperature of 54; the 
coldest in 1884, with 36. Usually there is 
less snow in January than in February, 
but as high as six inches of snowfall 
has been recorded within twenty-four 
hours in the former month, and that as 
early as the 2d. It is the exception, how- 
ever, for enough snow to fall in January 
to whiten the ground. The month is 
the rainiest of the year, with the ex- 
ception of March. The average precipl- 
tation is 5.47 inches. The maximum 
precipitation record is held by January 
of 1883, with 15.82 inches; the minimum 
by January of last year, with 2.32. The 
average number of clear days in January 
is 13; partly cloudy, 7; cloudy, 11. The 
prevailing wind is from the northwest.

found drunk in the rain and the 
prisoner in the patrol wagon when it 
turned over, seriously injuring the driver. 

The youn’ man has been engaged in 
several different kinds of business since 
his father died, leaving, it is said, 
a@ large life insurance. 

Cruikshank was in the 
mess on South Forsyth 
short while ago, he 
business and bought out a 
Marietta street. 

It is said his business affairs were not 
prosvering, and that this might have 
caused him to go to es again. He 
began to drink last Saturday, and for 
the past two or chrée. days he has been 
ill from the effects of his spree. 

Yesterday mornine he complained of 
feeling badly and his mother placed a 
plate of fruit near his bedside to tempt 
his appetite. On the plate was.a small, 
blunt fruit knife. With this knife Cruik- 
fhank stabbed himself in the throat four 
or five times. He made one serious cut 
on the left side of the neck, narrowly 
missing the jugular vein. 

Mrs. Cruikshank found her son bleed- 
ing and almost in a dying condition, and 
she hastily gave the alarm and had a 
physician summoned. 

Dr. J. P. Rosser, who was at a near by 
drug store, was called in, and he 
ceeded in stopping the hemorrhages 
the wounds. The long cut on the left 
of the throat required sfx stitches. 

After he had stabbed himself 
shank said he was sorry he had not suc- 
ceeded. He told his mother that he want- 
ed to die, as he had nothing to live for. 

Besides being worried about business 
matters, the young man was a paralytic, 
having had a stroke of paralysis which 
left him a cripple for life. 

When not drinking he is a quiet and 
genial young man. His mother has kept 
a constant watch over him for several 
years, and his attempt to take his life has 
grieved her deeply.

‘Truth must of necessity be immutable, 
unchangeable, the same yesterday, today 
and forever, without beginning of years 
or end of days. It must also, of neces- 
sity, be sublime in simplicity, and the 
more it is tested the truer it must prove, 
and yet what is this wonderful thing, 
Truth the knowledge of which means 
freedom—the human subjective conscious- 
ness is constant in its endeavor 
regardless of the objective indifference of 
the individual. Reasoning from erroneous 
premises to erroneous conclusions, th: 
prenomena are so unsatisfactory that new 
premises are sought and new:conclusions 
reached with phenomena equally unsat- 
isfactory. I have used the word ‘new.’ 
but there is nothing new under the sun. 
This mortal sense of life is vanity and 
vexation of spirit. The conclusions are 
wrong because the premisés are wrong. 
Given true premises the conclusion must 
be Truth. Humanity is astonished at the 
discoveries and developments alone lines 
of electricity and the names of Edison 
and Tesla provoke the plaudits of the 
world, but as scientists, what are they 
compared with Jesus of Nazareth, whom 
the superstitious have placed in the 
niches above the altars formerly dedi- 
cated to the Gods of Mythology, but whose 
discovery and demonstrations thereof 
they are too mesmerized to heed? And 
what was his discovery—electricity or 
some other one of the nhases of the en- 
vironment of mortality? No. His 
discovery was Truth—the All in All—the 
Life which in the Universe moves and has 
its being Infinite Love—and his demon- 
stratioms were for our example, even as 
the demonstrations of a professor of 
Mathematics are examples to prove the 
correctness of the principle of Mathemat- 
ics. Having worked out the lesser prob- 
lems, this great wayshower finally over- 
came death itself, declaring to His stu- 
dents in advance of His crucifixion tha 
if He were lifted up He would draw all 
men unto Him, that is, if He made the 
final demonstration and thereby revealed 
to mankind the absolute supremacy of 
Spirit over Matter all would be convinced 
and that students of the Science of Sei- 
ences that He had discovered would be 
advanced in their understanding and 
power by the sacrifice which preceded 
His great demonatrations—the resurrec- 
tion and ascension, and therefore He died 
to ransom many.

ly limited to cause a volatile upward spurt of 
prices in a number of stocks... The ggeneral 
level of the market was in fact lifted so con- 
siderably as to offer very attractive profits 
even on a day's turn, and a considerable vol- 
ume of the selling was undoubtedly due to 
profit taking. The realizing was well absorbed, 
from the standpoint of buyers of 
stocks On Monday, but the relapse from the 
high .prices teday, at which ,there was a con- 
Volume of purchases, makes disap- 
pointing results for those who got in at the 
high level. The market must be considered 
also in conneetion with the positive elements 
of weakness which developed. The violent 
break in Sugar was a decidedly disturbing 
influence, and had more effect than similar 
breaks have had in the immediate past, This 
stock was pushed up 1% this morning on the 
published reports that the proposed advance 
in the price of package coffee was the fore- 
runner of a settlement of the Sugar trade 
war, which has been a puzzle to Wall street 
for many months. This eomforting assurance 
for holders of Sugar certificates received a rude 
shock from the announcement which quickly 
followed of a cut in the price of granulated 
sugar by the American company, which was 
followed by the other companies, bringing the 
prices by all to the same basis.

The man had been taken in custody by 
Bicycle Officer Doyal Monday night and 
placed in the cell where dangerous lun- 
atics are kept confined.
